Navy may be testing Batt 
resolve on nuclear waste

BOISE — The nuclear Navy’s top offi- 
cer appears to be testing Republican Gov. 
Phil Ban’s new resolve against any more 
waste shipments into Idaho. 

In a Feb. 10 letter responding to Batt’s 
declaration three days earlier that “Idaho is 
no longer available,*’ Admiral Bruce De- 
Mars, chief of Naval Nuclear, Propulsion,- 
left no doubt that the government would 
pursue radioactive shipments far beyond 
the eight former Gov. Cecil Andrus 
opened the door to and Batt declined to 
block. 

“I am sorry you feel, that you must stand 
against further naval spent fuel shipments 
into Idaho beyond those of our recent 
agreement,” DeMars wrote. “This is a mat- 
ter that must be decided by the rules of law 
and the Navy will proceed accordingly.” 

Batt, stung by the public outcry because 
i he refused to go to court over the eight ad- 
ditional shipments the Navy' was sure to be" 
authorized, advised DeMars, President 
Clinton and others last week that, his con- 
cession was not to be seen as an invitation 
to make Idaho the nation’s, nuclear waste 
dump. 

And as he has since the public outcry 


began a month ago, Batt reiterated his 
commitment to resist with evcp» means 
available any new shipments until there is 
real progress toward opening a permanent 
dump outside Idaho. He has not ruled out 
using State Police to stop shipments at the 
border as Andrus did.' ' . ' \ 

Batt spokeswoman Amy Kleiner said 
the governor had no comment on DeMars’ 
letter, considering it a response to his. 

Outraged that the administration had de- 
cided to concentrate all nuclear waste stor- 
age at the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory, Hanford, Wash., and in South 
Carolina, Batt maintained that with 600 
shipments of Navy , waste already stored at 
IN EL the state has done its part for the na- 
tional defense!- ’ . . , 

But DeMars disputed that contention, 
claiming Idaho has not beep disproportion- 
ately disadvantaged. 

“Considering the 39 states that currently 
have spent fuel within their borders, Idaho 
ranks about 30th down the list,” the admi- 
ral wrote! ;T ‘ ’ * 

And he contended that Idaho has bene- 
fited substantially from the Navy waste ac- 
tivity at INEL, claiming the value at $8 
billion over the past four decades but only - 
after including all the inflation of the past 
30 years. .

was a cougar at 8 feet

ELBA When Lovinn Tuttle, 77, 
flipped on . her porch light Friday 
evening, she saw a mountain'lion sitting 
on her pump house, 8 feet from her 
front door. , 

“I’ve been in this country for 78 
years, and it was the first time I was 
face to face with n cougar," Tuttle said 
in a.telcphone interview Tuesday. 

Twice Friday, Elba residents pursued 
the female mountain lion that killed a 
dog and a cat Friday and another, dog 
about a week ago. A federal predator 
control specialist eventually shot and 
killed the lion, which he turned over to 
the Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game. . 

Tuttle had been watching the news 
Friday evening when she heard a heavy 
. thump outside. At first, she thought the 
wind might have blown something 
over. She later learned that the thump 
was the lion killing her cocker spaniel, 
she said. 

When Tuttle saw the lion on her 


pump house, she called her neighbor, 
Paul Ward. His son-in-law, Scott Mor- 
ris, came over and found the lion in 
Tuttle’s back yard, eating the dog, she 
said. r ‘ 

He shot at the lion but missed. 

Paul Ward said his wife had seen the 
mountain lion sitting in a field across 
from their home Friday morning. B ut 
when neighbors’ hunting dogs mod to 
track the lion they had no luck, Ward 
said. 

“I haven’t heard of one down here 
like this. Ordinarily you don’t sec 
them," Word said. “They are secretive." 

But after Tuttle’s report, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Animal Damage 
Control Specialist Mike Santini of Elba 
set a snare in Tuttle’s yard using the 
dead dog as bait. 

Less than an hour later, Santini and 
others discovered that the lion had 
ripped off the dog’s head, hc.said. 

The dogs tracked the lion to an old 
pig pen in Tuttle’s yard, where they 
found it chewing on the dog’s head, 
Santini said. He shot and killed the lion

Vast storm system spreads snow, rain from Oregon to Iowa 


! daho weather summary 

The storm that covered Idaho with a blanket of snow 
moved eastward into Wyoming and Colorado Tuesday.

^ATnuon. ^IdcTopcneirDpand allowed the sun to shine at 
Pocatello. Idaho Falls. Burlc^i Hailey, Sun Volley, Spencer, 
Salmon and Mountain Home, rinow still fell at Boise and in 
the areas of Elko, Ncv., Salt Lake City, and Rock Springs. 
Wyo. 

At midaftemoon temperatures were generally in the 20s af- 
ter readings ranged from near 10 to the mid-teens Tuesday 
morning. Gusty northwest winds blew across the south with 
gusts of 20 to 25 mph and higher. 

A low pressure system off British Colombia continued to 
move southeast, bringing some clouds and a little moisture. 


A broad storm system Tuesday spread heavy snow across 
the mountains of the West, soaking rain in the Southwest and 
freezing rain over the Plains. 

Heavy snowfall and high wind brought while-out condi- 
tions to sections of northern Utah. Salt Lake City dropped 
from 41 degrees to 29 degrees in two hours in the morning 
ns heavy snow and winds moved into the area. The wind 
chill mndc it feel like 2 below zero and visibility at 8 o.m. 
MST was only a quarter-mile. 

By early afternoon, 6 to 8 inches of snow had fullcn in the 
Salt Lake area. 

In Colorado, Wolf Creek und Red Mountain passes got 1 2 
to 15 inches of snow overnight, and 19 inches had fallen by 
midday at Gothic, near Crested Butte. Gothic has received 
87 inches of snow in six days. ' 

Avalanche danger in the Colorado Rockies already was 
rated high to extreme- after a weekend storm that dumped up 
to 5 feet of snow. More than 400 avalanches had occurred in 


the Colorado backcountry since Thursday, the state 
Avalanche Information Center said. 

Heavy snow also fell across parts of Wyoming and south- 
ern Idaho, with a foot of snow by early afternoon at South 
Pass. Wyo. Wind gusted to 62 mph at Rawlins, Wyo. 

Cold air rolling in behind the storm brought record low 
temperatures for the dale to parts of Oregon. Portland chilled 
to a record 17 Tuesday, and Salem tied its record of 18. 

The same storm poured heavy rain over parts of the 
Southwest and southern California. /*-» 

About 2.5 inches of rain fell overnight imthe Ventura 
County community of La Conchila, Calif. Flashllood watch- 
es and warnings were posted for pons of southern Arizona 
and southern California. Mountain areas near Los Angeles 
got 2 to 5 inches of snow in 24 hours. 

The storm system also pushed areas of freezing precipita- 
tion across parts of the Midwest and central Plains, including 
Iowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, Nebraska. Arkansas and Missouri. 
The Nebraska Panhandle received 5 inches of snow during 
the morning.

1994, the standards were finally 
changed. 

Today, Forrey still lambastes the 
media. He still says some union 
proposals are Marxist. But he is 
working to include all sides at the 
Department of Education. Days af- 
ter defending his statements about 
teachers unions, he invited Idaho 
Education Association Executive 
Director Jim Shackelford to stop by 
and visit. He spoke to an IEA com- 
mittee last month and sought its 
opinions on school discipline and 
legislation that mandates buck- 
ground checks for school employ- 
ees. 

Shackelford confirms that Forrey 
has reached out to the union and 
says Forrey has given the IEA a' 
"very positive reception" during his 
first six weeks. 

When Forrey was hired, "we 
didn’t know what to expect really. 
The past history between the IEA 
and Mr, Forrey had not been that 
positive, but thus far, it’s been very 
cordial, very amenable and lie’s 
been very receptive to inviting 
lEA’s participation," Shackelford 
added. 

Forrey says he’s glad to reach 
out. "I don’t care what we’ve said 
about each other in the past," he 
said. '"They're good people, and I 
think they can contribute some- 
thing." 

While making friends at the IEA, 
Forrey has also continued to defend 


the rights of homc-schoolcrs, op- 
posing measures to bar home- 
school children from participating 
in public school extracurricular ac- 
tivities. 

He’s also working to help parents 
who call-up tfith problems or ques- 
tions. Forrey has got the entire Ida- 
ho Code on one wall, and uses it 
when people call up with questions. 
"They call here, and they’re getting 
help they never could before." For- 
rey explains. 

Adds Forrey: "I hope if some- 
one’s in need, 1 have the heart to 
help them." 

That helps explain his support for 
homcschoolers, for Moon, and for 
others outside the mainstream, he 
says. "I don’t feel any bias in my 
heart toward anyone because of 
what church they’ve joined, what 
color they are, physical disabilities. 
It doesn’t matter - they’re human 
beings." 

Moon’s Unification Church 
found a true friend in Forrey. In the 
1980s, Forrey taught anti-union 
classes at church-sponorcd conven- 
tions in Brazil, Seattle, Denver and 
Salt Lake City. 

He doesn’t embrace Moon’s reli- 
gion. but he says the Korean evan- 
gelist’s messianic claims shouldn't 
matter. 

"What is it about him. Is it be- 
cause he's Oriental? Why isn't he 
accepted?" Forrey said Monday. 


What stuck with Forrey was 
Moon’s "nice family, well-disci- 
plined. well-behaved children" and 
Moon’s wife. "A delightful lady," 
Forrey notes. 

Followers of Moon don't inspire 
Forrey’s wrath. But members of the 
medio frustrate him. 

"The problem with reporters is 
they tend to want to pick and chew 
and tear people down." And that is 
whnl has happened to Fox, Forrey 
says. 

"I just feel the press has been 
very unfair - no patience, no under- 
standing, hardened to anyone's feel- 
ings,” he adds. 

Since taking office in early Jan- 
uary, Fox has faced several crises, 
all of them highly publicized. First, 
she fired incumbent workers with- 
out quickly replacing them, allow- 
ing her department to fall behind in 
its work. Then she fired her new 
chief deputy following revelations

about his October 1994 drunken- 
driving arrest and his Alaska no- 
contest plea on a charge of con- 
tributing to the delinquency of a mi- 
nor. 

Later, she fired another key 
staffer. Bill Stanley, director of her 
newly created architectural-design 
division. 

Fox has also faced criticism for 
spending lavishly on her own of- 
fice. furniture and car while promis- 
ing to cut funding to schools. 

’ Forrey isn’t giving Fox rave re- 
views, just yet. **I think it’s wrong 
to judge too quick,” he says. 

’’The first day on the job. they ex- 
pect her to walk on water, and not 
too many people have done that,” 
Forrey says. But he’s betting Fox 
will succeed. 

“I certainly think she will or 1 
wouldn’t have supported her or be 
here supporting her right now,” he 
adds.

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Defense zeroes in on ice cream 


LOS ANGELES <AP) — The 
first'police officer on the scene of 
the murders in the O.J. Simpson' 
case acknowledged Tuesday he 
didn't examine a melting cup of ice 
cream or check the temperature of 
Nicole' Brown Simpson’s bath 
water — evidence the defense sug- 
gested could have helped fix the 
time of the slayings. 

But Officer Robert Riskc repeat- 
edly told jurors it wasn't his job to 
gather evidence. He said he was 
there to look for victims and 
“secure the scene" while a police 
— photographer-and -other-ex perta -dtd- 
theirjob. 

And he said that just because he 
doesn’t know of any pictures being 
made of the ice cream or flickering 
candles in Ms. Simpson's bathroom 
doesn’t mean photos weren’t taken. 

Defense attorney Johnnie 
Cochran Jr. undertook an item-by- 
item dissection of the evidence in a 
campaign to cast doubt on police 
work in the case and suggest that 
investigators overlooked or mishan- 
dled evidence. 

Cochran and prosecutor Marcia 
Clark questioned Riskc closely 
about what he reported was a card- 
board cup of Ben & Jerry’s. ice 
cream found melting on a banister 
in Ms. Simpson's condominium 
about 12:30 or 12:40 a.m. on June 
1-3. 

That’s more than two hours after 
the prosecution alleges the slayings 
of Ms. Simpson and her friend 
Ronald Goldman took place outside 
her door. Simpson had left home 
for the airport around 1 1 p.m. on 
June 12 for a trip to Chicago. 

The defense is expected to argue 
that the melting rote of the ice 
cream suggests the crime took place 
later in the evening than alleged, 

Riskc said the ice cream wasn’t 
immediately photographed and he 
didn’t know if it ever was. The offi- 
cer also said he had no idea what 
flavor it was or whether it might 
have been yogurt. He said he didn't 
lift it to see whether it left a ring on 
the banister. 

Clark suggested that Ms. 
Simpson might have put the ice 
cream in the freezer and then taken 
it out later, and that a pink plastic

The president played down the 
competitive aspects of the tourna- 
ment.

Lawyers association says 6 No’ 
to school-prayer amendment 


Cubans come ashore 


- MIAMI (AP) — The American Bar 
Association went on record Tuesday 
against a Republican-led attempt in 
Congress to return officially sanc- 
tioned prayers to the nation’s public 
schools.' 

However, the 370.000-lawycr 
group chose as its president-elect a 
Birmingham. Ala., attorney who 
favors school prayer. N. Lee Cooper, 
55. said lie hopes to use his leadership 
position, which he will assume in 
1 996, “to moderate some of the asso- 
ciation’s views." 

• Cooper told reporters he favors 
Officially sanctioned school prayers as 
pne step in bringing about "n spiritual 
re vi va I in our commun itics" 

• "I would not testify ogninsV school 
prayer," he said. “Someone else 
would have to* present ABA policy. 

The ABA’s policy-making House 
of Delegates voted to oppose amend- 
ing the Constitution to allow such 
organized prayers. The action came 
on a nearly unanimous vofee vote by 
538 delegates as the ABA concluded 
its wccklong national convention. 

"Children (already) can pray in 
school, they can say grace at lunch, 
can pray in groups ... as long as they 
do so in a way that does not interfere 


with the educational process," New 
York City lawyer Peter Zimroth told 
the voting delpgates. 

"Politicizing religion is n prescrip- 
tion for disaster," he said. "This is 
simply not the business of govern- 
ment." 

Albuquerque, N.M., lawyer 
Roberta Ramo, who in August will 
become the ABA's first female presi- 
dent, called the proposed amendment 
a "terrifying step" toward government 
interference with religious faith. 

Despite Cooper's stated position, 
no one Spoke in favor of the proposed 
school-prayer amendment. The new 
president-elect also told reporters he 
opposes the ABA policy favoring the 
availability of legalized abortion. 

"I’m strongly pro-life," Cooper said 
after calling himself a "Southern 
Democrat, which is probnbly n 
Republican.” He said ABA should be 
neutral on abortion. 

Cooper noted that ABA policymak- 
ers had taken direct, critical aim ut 
Republican proposals for changes in 
welfare and legal services to the poor 
and state efforts to cut financial aid 
for illegal aliens and their children. 

He said the association's paramount 
goal, “must be to enhance the current 


focus on the improvement of Ame- 
rica’s system of justice.” 

“We’re not a trade association for 
the protection of lawyers and lawyers’ 
pocketbooks,” be said. 

The ABA’s House of Delegates 
took these other actions Tuesday: 

• Opposed a Republican proposal 
that would force losers in some law- 
suits to pay the winning side’s legal 
costs. 

• Voted to support and recommend 
udoption by the states of a uniform 
adoption law proposed by the 
National Conference of 
Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws. 

Unlike previous years, the two-day 
I louse of Delegates session rarely fea- 
tured significant differences of opin- 
ion. One exception was the consider- 
able resistance met by a resolution 
involving alcoholism-*nd drug addic- 
tion among lawyers. 

The ABA’s Young Lawyers 
Division won, by a 221-193 vote, the 
association’s support for lawyers 
completing at least one hour of train- 
ing every three years "related to the 
prevention, detection and treatment of 
chemical dependency in rfic profes- 
sion."

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Clinton, Congress clash over quake costs 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - - The 
Clinton administration refused 
Tuesday to bow to congressional 
Republicans’ demands that it find 
spending cuts to pay for billions of 
dollars Southern Californio needs to 
rebuild from last year’s earthquake. 

President Clinton requested the 
assistance last week as part of an 
emergency SI 0.4 billion spending 
measure. Congressional GOP lead- 
ers have said they will not approve 
the assistance unless the president 
finds ways to pay for it. The admin- 
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istration’s refusal raises questions 
about aid destined for a state whose 
governor is Republican Pete Wilson. 

“We believe our supplemental 
request should be treated as an 
emergency and should not require 
offsets" in the form of cuts in other 
programs, While-House budget chief 
Alice Rivlin told a House 
Appropriations Committee hearing. 

Asked by panel Chairman Bob 
Livingston, R-Ln„ if that meant the 
administration would not supply a 
list of proposed cuts, Rivlin 


responded, "That is correct, Mr. 
Chairman." 

In a letter to Clinton last week, 
Livingston, House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich, R-Gu.. and other GOP 
leaders wrote that they would not act 
on the requested disaster aid until 
the president proposes offsetting 
cuts in other programs. 

"Whether these activities arc 
emergencies arc not. it will be our 
policy to pay for them, rather, than to 
add to our already immense deficit 
problems." the GOP letter said.

Idaho’s indifference will 
cost us more than Micron 


Tuesday’s banner headline in our 
favorite newspaper said, “High-tech 
— factory-snubs-Idaho^-The-reverse- 
mny be truer. 

Micron Technology Inc.’s decision 
to leave Idaho off its short list bf ex- 
pansion sites was probably inevitable, 
given Idaho leadership's nonchalance 
about the company. Plainly, if Idaho 
won’t nurture its home-grown com- 
panies, other states will. 

No one should have been surprised 
at Micron’s omission of Idaho sites. 
Micron had said that it would not site 
its 3,500-job expansion in Idaho un- 
less the state created an engineering 
program in Boise. But the State 
Board of Education refused, and nei- 
ther the state Legislature nor Gov. 
Phil Batt showed much interest in 
correcting the board’s error. 

So the company did exactly what it 
had said it would do - it looked else- 
where. Each of the three short-list 
sites is within 50 miles of an engi- 
neering school. 

Micron Chairman Steve Appleton 
sai d Tuesd ay that the state board's re- 
jection of a Boise engineering pro- 
gram wasn’t the company’s deciding 
factor. Perhaps not. But it surely was 
an issue. If nothing else, it reflects an 
attitude of unconcern about attracting 
and keeping top-notch employers 
such as Micron within the state. 

The Micron decision highlights 
. several Idaho weaknesses in that re- 
gard: 

• Leadership? Even when Micron 
offered several million dollars to help 
build the proposed engineering 
school, state leaders couldn’t be both- 


ered. Later, one Magic Valley legisla- 
tor referred to company executives as 
—bullies— who-domandod-too-much— 
from the slate. While we shouldn’t 
pander to corporate mooching, we 
need to understand that Idaho’s eco- 
nomic vigor depends on a robust pri- 
vate sector. 

• Education. We aren’t ready to 
play in the big leagues of technical 
and scientific education, and maybe 
we never will be. But we need to 
think seriously about providing em- 
ployers (both current and potential) 
with the well-prepared talent pool 
they need. 

• Regional parochialism. Indi- 
vidual Idaho sites worked indepen- 
dently to recruit Micron, but there 
was no coordinated, statewide ef- 
fort to keep those jobs in Idaho. 
Worse, opponents of putting an en- 
gineering program in Boise seemed 
mostly motivated by desire to pro- 
tect the University of Idaho’s uca- 
demic turf. 

Holding back Boise State Universi- 
ty’s expansion may shore up U of I 
temporarily, but it can only hurt the 
state in the long run. What good is 
protecting U of l’s engineering 
school, if engineering jobs are going 
out of stale? 

It's interesting to note that Mi- 
cron's decision came the same day as 
the Marriott Courtyard hoteliers an- 
nounced construction plans in Boise. 
Idaho’s leaders can tell the state's 
young people: “Cheer up. If you can’t 
become a Micron technician or engi- 
neer, you can be a maid or a bellhop 
instead."

Predators are preying on people

Good 
idea? Wrong! 

They got a court order saying leave the seals 
alone, and if they want to eliminate the 
salmon, that’s fine. 

Look at the thousands of people affected 
by the spotted owl, and after it was all 
over, they discovered there were more 
owls and they were spread over a larger 
area than they thought. An endangered 
snail is threatening an Owyhee rancher’s ’ 
water supply. 

These ore the people spiking trees. 

These arc the people who have three dams 
on the Columbia that they wont removed. 
These arc the people who wont to move 
people out of areas of North and South 
Dakota and Nebraska and turn it into a • 
vast buffalo range.

We need smoke screen detectors 

During cacli session of the Idaho Legislature, 
many of the stories reported by the press art 
political in nature and involve issues of interest 
to the elected representatives and to the elec- 
torate. Some issues arc truly important and oth- 
ers arc merely time consuming, designed to put 
the name of the politician who espoused them 
in the limelight. I submit that it takes about the 
smne amount of time to read and understand an 
important issue os it does to read about an 
unimportant one. In the interest of saving ev- 
eryone’s time (and, after all, time is money), I 
suggest the press assign a Smoke Screen Index 
to each issue. 

Remembering that smoke screens are used to 
hide the intent of the user and divert attention 
from die real objectives, I believe a Smoke 
Screen Index could be used to determine the 
relative importance of each measure. This SSI 
could be based on several items; ( 1 ) the cost to 
the electorate, (2) die impact which the adop- 
tion of the measure will nave on the public, (3) 
the number of people who will be affected by 
the measure. (4) the constitutionality of the 
measure, (5) die long-range effect of passage as 
predicted by the reporter, (6) the effect on the 
financial health of the state, (7) the effect on the 
physical health of the state’s people, and (8) the 
impact on the prestige of the state and its repre-' 
sentalives. There may be other factors which 
could well be included in this list. One which 
comes to mind is the emotionality of the issue. 
Another might be the invasiveness of the bill on 
individual rights and freedoms. 

I invite the members of the press to amend 
this list as you see fit, but I do encourage you to 
do something similar. Usage of the SSI might 
even have the effect of making legislators think 
twice before submitting a bill which would 
have a high SSI, thus placing the author in a 
laughable position. The electorate would know 
that any senator or representative who consis- * 
tcntly scores high SSI numbers on his or her 
bills is lacking in statesmanship. The large SSI 
would be a red flag on legislative hot nir. 

A‘n extension of the idea might be used on 
the speeches of campaigning candidates. Any 
statement which makes a person "hear” martial 
music and "see" red. white and blue but would 
not have any other effect would instantly be la- 
beled with a high SSI and would fail to cover 
up the fact that the candidate, has nothing 
worthwhile to say. It might also be effective in 
stemming the veritable sea of mud which is 
currently being thrown in ihd political arena.

Since the beginning of the American re- 
public. capitalism has been the economic en- 
gine that ran the country. 

But throughout those years, the system of 
concentrating economic power in private 
rather than public - or government - hands 
•has had to withstand frequent attacks. 

They still occur. 

Critics often call today’s applications of 
capitalism’s basic elements “greed" or 
"trickle down economics.*’ inferring that the 
system provides leasts for the rich and 
crumbs for everyone else. 

That’s not the way the foremost exponent 
of capitalism, Adam Smith, saw it. The I Kill 
century Scottish philosopher- writer contend- 
ed that individuals know what is best for 
them and that, under influence of the profit 
motive, their combined actions redound to 
the public good. 

More than 200 years after his death. 
Adam Smith’s "invisible hand” powering 
frcc-market forces is the driving econom- 
ic momentum in most of the world. One 
by one, the old socialist and communist 
countries that had chosen centralized con- 
trol instead of individual freedom and ini- 
tiative have fullcn under capitalism’s 
spell. 

The system of private ownership and di- 
rection underlies the present clamor for tax 
cuts in Washington and in many of the na- 
tion’s states. Local communities, too. are 
getting into the act. Dade County, Fla., is a 
recent convert.

In the United States, the last hurrahs for 
higher taxes were the Bush administration’s 
1990 hikes and the Clinton team’s massive 
raid on private incomes through one of the 
largest tax hikes ever. 

While Washington was legislating bigger 
claims on citizens’ poeketbooks, numerous 
states were lowering taxes. Michigan. Mas- 
sachusetts, New Jersey and Arizona are a- 
few examples. 

It took the political upheaval of November 
1 994 to awaken the federal government to 
the rising tide of voter anger over high taxes 
and excessive government spending. 

Now, the winning Republicans and the 
losing Democrats are trying to outdo each 
other with tax cut proposals. Last month, the 
lesson spread to Dade County and its 2 mil- 
lion residents. After years of seeing their 
taxes go up. they learned that Metro Com- 
mission Chairman Arthur Teelc had seen the 
light. He called for SI 00 million in tax re- * 
duction over the next three years. 

Contrary to popular belief, tax cuts do not 
automatically lead to lower government rev- 
enues, whatever the level. Historically, they 
have brought about higher revenues by stim- 
ulating the capitalistic system, encouraging 
private endeavor and broadening the entire 
economic base. 

"Trickle down" is a neat catch phrase, but 
more money in private hands more often 
creates a steady stream rather than a trickle.

It is a normal human instinct to try to pay 
as little in taxes as possible. 

In Germany, the government lost about 
S15 billion in potential tax revenue recently 
after it imposed a 30 percent withholding tax 
on-income from interest payments. German’ 
citizens went across the border to Luxem- 
bourg and deposited some S 1 50 billion in 
banks there, putting- it out of reach ofGer- 
man tax collectors. 

Economist Arthur Laffer reduced the low- 
er-taxes-cqual-highcr-revenues theory to its' 
simplest form more than a decade ago. He 
drew a curve that arced upward, then began 
trending downward as rising taxes depressed 
economic activity and spurred tax uvoid- 
ance. 

That was the basis for the Reagan tax cuts 
that - check it out if you doubt it - brought’ 
in higher government receipts. Sadly, !■' " 
Congress failed to keep its part of the deal i 
that called for spending cuts, and the nation- , 
al debt ballooned. 

, Now. tax and spending reductions arc in 1 
vogue. Since capitalism thrives on capital 
drawn from millions of individuals, the cur- 
rent enthusiasm for lower taxes promises a 
better deal than anything government can ' 
offer. 

Capitalism is the way of the world now, • 
confirming the logic of Adam Smith’s 200* 
year-old idea.

Artillery leads 
off shaky truce 


NAZRAN, Russia (AP) — The 
percussion from artillery fire rippled 
across the Chechen capital of 
Grozny early Tuesday, the day a 
limited cease-fire between Russia 
and Chechnya was to take effect. 

Chechen missiles were reportedly 
firiid at Russian tanks southwest of 
Grozny. 

Despite an uncertain start to the 
cease-fire, peace talks were to 
resume today in Sieptsovsk, in the 
neighboring republic of Ingushetia, 
officials there said. 

The limited pact to stop the use of 
. heavy artillery was reached Monday 
in talks between Col. Gen. Anatoly 
Kulikov, commander of Russian 
troops in Chechnya, and the chief of 
separatist Chechen forces, Aslan 
Maskhadov. 

Both sides also agreed in princi- 
ple to work out an exchange of pris- 
oners tind the dead. 

Previous agreements have failed 
to end the battles in this mountain- 
ous region 1,000 miles south of 
Moscow, and many on both sides 
were skeptical about this one. 

“It is. impossible to reach agree- 
ment width them because their hands 
arc stained with blood,” Russian Lt. 
Gen. Lev Rokhlin, a top commander 
in the two-month war, told the 
ITAR-Tass news agency. 

Prime Minister Viktor

Weather agency 
reports record 
lows in ozone 

GENEVA. Switzerland (AP) — 
Scientists say the Earth’s protective 
ozone layer has shriveled to a 
record low over Siberia and shrunk 
about 10 percent over the western 
United States. 

Measurements taken over the last 
two weeks show the ozone layer is 
a record 35 percent below normal 
over the mountains, forests and tun-, 
dra of Russia’s Siberia, the World 
Meteorological Organization said 
Tuesday. | 

Those figures come after the 
region was 25 percent below aver- 
age in January, said Dr. Rumen 
Bojkov, special advisor to the 
group’s secretary general. 

Ozone forms a protective layer 
about 60 miles above the Earth 
which filters out excessive ultravio- 
let radiation from the sun. Such radi- 
ation can cause sunburn and skin 
cancer, 1 destroy some microscopic 
organisms and damage plants. 

' Bojkov said scientists expect 
increased concentrations of chloro- 
fluorocarbons, of CFCs,.over the 
next 10 years, causing frequent dra- 
matic drops in the ozone layer. 

; CFCs, commonly used in 
aerosols and refrigerants, arc 
believed to trigger chemical reac- 
tions in the stratosphere that cause a 
thinning of the oz<5ne layer, 

Despite an agreement signed in 
■ 1987 by most countries to phase out 
Itbe use of CFCs, ozone levels in the 
ltdmosphcrc will not start to recover 
[until the next century, the meteoro- 
logical group says. 


Interfax news agency reported.

The Russian Interior Ministry told 
Interfax on Tuesday that six Russian 
soldiers had been kilted since 
Monday morning in Chechnya and 
that Russian artillery had been in 
action again. 

The report said Russian artillery 
fired near the towns of Noviyc 
Promysly, Alkhan-Knli and Argun, 
in regions south of Grozny. It was 
not clear if they were shelled before 
the cease-fire took effect or after. 

The war now is being waged 
mainly in such areas and in southern 
parts of Grozny. 

Russian helicopter gunships con- 
tinued to fly over Chechnya from 
their base in Beslan, about 75 miles 
west of Grozny, but no air attacks 
were reported. 


HEBRON, West Bank (AP) — 
Fulfilling a dream, Majeda Mujahed 
is building a new house for her seven 
children with the compensation she 
received after her husband was killed 
in the Hebron mosque massacre. 

But happiness remains elusive for 
the 32-year-old widow. 

She's lonely and worries about her 
12-year-old son, who openly talks of 
staging a suicide attack on Israelis to 
avenge the death of his father and 28 
-other Muslims a year ago. 

“I told him I don't want another 
martyr in the family," Mrs. Mujahed 
said Tuesday as Hebron marked the 
anniversary of the massacre by Jewish 
settler Baruch Goldstein. His shooting 
spree set off a scries of revenge 
bombings by Muslim militants. 

Even while Mrs. Mujahed spoke 
of the need for restraint, the tensions 
generated by the mosque killings 
claimed new victims Tuesday. 

In the Palestinian refugee camp of 
al -Fa war, just south of Hebron, high 
school students threw stones at sol- 
diers to mark the anniversary. Troops 
opened fire, killing one protester and 
wounding four, according to hospital 
officials and camp residents. 

At Hebron’s Tomb of the Patriarchs, 
site of the massacre, prayer leader 
Taysir Tamimi told 300 worshipers 
’ during a memorial service that coexis- 
tence with the Jews was impossible. 

“I’m calling on our people to 
defend the holy shrines,” said 
Tamimi, a leader of the Muslim mili- 
tant group Hamas. "We don’t accept 
. it that Jews share our mosque.” 

The fundamentalist Hamas group 
promised five attacks in reprisal for 
the massacre. Islamic militants from 
Hamas and the smaller Islamic Jihad 
group — both of whom oppose 
peace with Israel — have killed 58 
Israelis in five suicide bombings the 
past year.

Hebron’s mayor, MustafiTNatche, 
said there would be' no peace unless 
Israel pulled out the 450 Jewish set- 
tlers living in six enclaves of Hebron, 
a town of 80,000 Palestinians. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
reportedly came close to evacuating 
the settlers after the massacre but 
changed his mind out of concern it 
would ignite protests in Israel. 

Rabin warned Tuesday that he 
would not tolerate attempts by miliant 
settlers to justify Goldstein’s actions. 
“This is incitement to murder, and 
those responsible for law enforcement 
... must deal with them,” Rabin said. 

The Kiryat Arba settlement, where 
Goldstein lived and was buried after 
he was bludgeoned to death follow- 
ing the attack, is planning a grave- 
side memorial service Thursday. 

Goldstein’s marble tombstone 
reads, "Clean of hands, clean of-' 
heart, he died as a martyr.” 

The grave has become a site of.pil- 
grimage for right-wing Jewish activists, 
and Kiryat Arba residents claim 
Goldstein’s shooting spree has helped 
deter Arabs from attacking Jews. 

Mrs. Mujahed, the Hebron widow, 
said her son Shalan seeks vengeance. 

“My son wants to be a martyr. He 
told me last night he saw a place for 
himself in paradise,” she said. "I 
told him, ‘Don’t think this way. 
Concentrate on your studies.’”

Conference advises of imminent lifestyle changes

TWIN FALLS - The charm of country 
life will begin to fade across the Magic 
Valley os more people arrive to stake out 
home sites in rural areas, community 
leaders learned Tuesday. 

Such "growing pains" arc becoming 
more commonplace in the Magic Valley, 
so resource conservation and dcvelpp- 
ment leaders gathered Tuesday for a 
workshop about rural and urban conflicts 
over natural resources. 

The problems aren’t confined to areas, 
around new homes. More Magic Valley 
residents means more people using near- 
by mountains and rivers for recreation. 

Most of new urban growth is occuring 
on privately owned farmland, said Rich 
Ynnkey, district conservationist with the 
federal Natural Resources Conservation 
Service office in Twin Falls. 

“This is some of our prime farmland," 
he said, adding tjiot local economies may 
be affected by thd change. 

Farmers will bc among the first to feci 
the changes. With more homes near their 
fields, farmers will have more challenges 
with safe pesticide. application - particu- 
larly farmers who prefer airplanes, 

Yankcy said. Some rural newcomers also 
object to farm equipment being operated 
at night, he said. 

As more lawns are installed in former 
agricultural areas, chemical application to 
the land is going up - not down, Yankcy 
said, “and there is significant potential for 
pollution as you change the uses of the 
land." 

As more land is paved, more chemicals 
are finding their way into farm canals and 
irrigation returns, he .said. In addition to 
surface water, polluted canal water has 
significant potential to contaminate

Store sued over asthma 
inhaler’s expiration date 


Idaho Power’s plan for 2nd 
transmission line fizzles

PAUL - After attending a Garth Brooks 
concert with a friend in Pocatello, 23-year- 
old Christine Craythom was eager to talk 
about it with friends at The Office Lounge. 

.The Paul woman, an asthmatic since age 
2, had an asthma attack in the bar's 
restroom, and used an inhaler she purchased 
six days earlier at Smith's Food & Drug 
Centers in Burley to try to control the spell, 
said her mother, Freda Craythom of Paul. 

But the expiration date on the medication 
dispenser was eight months old, Freda 
Craythom said. Christine Craythom passed 
out and later died after being taken to 
Minidoka Manorial Hospital in Rupert on 
Aug. 22, 1993, Freda Craythom said. 

Freda Craythom and her husband, David, 
have filed a civil lawsuit in 5th District 
Court in Twin Falls against Smith’s and the 
unknown pharmacist who filled the pre- 
scription for the inhaler, alleging the phar- 
• macist was negligent, according to the filed 
complaint. The complaint, filed last month, 
also asks for a jury trial. 

“We feel that the start with everything 
was the inhaler," Freda Craythom said. 
“Now due to whatever purposes we don’t 
have her anymore. 

“To lose her like that, to me it's not fair." 

Smith’s pharmacy manager Alan 
Maxwell, a pharmacist, said Friday he 
could not comment on the lawsuit because 
qf advice from corporate altomeys. 

" Defense attorney Michael G. Brady of 
Brady Lcima in Boise did not return tele- 
phone calls about the lawsuit Friday; his 


residence telephone number is unlisted. On 
Monday, a woman in Brady's office said 
he was out of town until next week and 
unavailable. 

“1 would love to talk to you about it, but 
1 can't," said Maxwell. He said the inhaler 
Craythom used come from the Burley 
Smith's store. 

The complaint asks the Craythoms be 
awarded special and general damages with 
the amount to be proven at trial, as well as 
reasonable attorney fees. The document 
says the Craythoms have suffered damages 
in excess of S 10,000. 

Christine Craythom, who worked full- 
time in the J.R. Simplot Co. laboratory, 
graduated from the College of Southern 
.Idaho in 1993 and was planning to go to 
Idaho State University because she wanted 
to be a teacher, Freda Craythom said. 

Because she was low on money, 
Christine Craythom relied on one inhaler at 
a time, Freda Craythom said. 

.“She didn’t have a lot of money to work 
with ... so she only had the one inhaler,” said 
Freda Craythom, who said Christine 
Craythom was a regular Smith’s customer. 
“She never did get an inhaler anywhere else. 

“We used to do all of our business there, 
but not anymore.” 

Christine Craythom was in the bar just 45 
minutes when she had the asthma episode, 
Freda Craythom said, and she had one beer 
while talking and joking with friends. 

The last time Christine Craythom had an 
' asthmatic attack was about a year before, as 
she gave cardiopulmonary resuscitation to 
her then IM -year-old niece, Whitney

HAILEY - Local officials from Idaho 
Power Co. will recommend not building 
a second high-voltage transmission line 
between Hailey nnd Kctchum-Sun 
Valley. 

After research and public comment on 
the matter, Idaho Power district manager 
Dan Olmstead told the Blaine County 
commissioners a second line is not need- 
ed. 

"Our customers are telling us, ‘If you 
don’t have to build it, don't,"’ Olmstead 
said. 

A second 138,000-volt transmission 
line would be built to enhance power 
reliability for Ketchum and Sun Valley, 
not to provide additional capacity, 
Olmstead said. 

■ Northern Blaine County has one 
source of electrical power. The 12.4- 
mile 138,000-volt transmission line 
between the Wood River Substation just 
north of Hailey connecting, the Elkhom 
Substation was built in 1962. 

Though the wooden structures are in 
generally good condition, on-going 
maintenance will be required as the line 
ages, Olmstead said. 

He said the existing line will provide 
more than enough capacity, even with 
full “build-out" of Ketchum and Sun 
Valley. 

The line has a capacity of 120 
megawatts in the winter and 90 
. megawatts in the summer. Analysis indi- 
cated a winter peak load of 1 15 


megawatts and a summer peak load of 
50 megawatts. 

But since 1973 the second line has 
been in the planning stages to aid in rion- 
intemipted service during maintenance 
down times or emergency power out- 
ages. 

About 75 percent of the 70 residents at 
a recent public forum opposed installing 
a second line, Olmstead said. 

Sun Valley Co., Idaho Power’s 
biggest customer in Blaine County, 
favored maintenance of the existing line. 1 

Sun Valley Councilman Joe 
Humphreys was concerned over outages 
due to brush fires or severe cold and bad 
weather. 

The route of a new transmission line 
has not been developed, but easements 
along Highway 75 would be the least 
costly. y 

Most residents, however, favored 
burying the line. 

Olmstead said because of the' line’s 
high voltage, it would cost SI million 
per mile to bury the line, and mainte- 
nance costs would be high. These 
expenses would be passed on to the cus- 
tomers, Olmstead said. 

Olmstead said Idaho Power Co. will 
hold open thejr right-of-way along 
Highway 75 in case the need for an addi- 
tional line arises. 

Olmstead will recommend to senior 
company officials that another review of 
power needs in the north county be 
investigated in the year 2000. A final 
determination on the matter will bo- 
made in March.

Tacks -- 
loose wolf 

SALMON (AP) — The stu- 
dents of Moscow Junior High 
School named the wolf "Libre," 
the Spanish word for free. 

If U.S, Fish and Wildlife 
Service biologist Ted Koch had 
his way, though, her name 
would be "Peregrine." the Latin 
word for wanderer. 

The 89-pound black female, 

• released Jan. 20 into the central 
Idaho wilderness, has traveled 
—farther than 'any-of-hcrcoumcr-- 
parts and does not seem ready to 
settle down yet. 9 

Koch said that by Feb. 3, two 
weeks after her release, Libre 
had traveled about 100 miles 
north, across the Salmon River 
and into the heart of the Selway- 
Bitterroot Wilderness. 

On a Feb. 6, aerial trackers 
learned she changed her mind 
about heading north. They 
picked her up near the Salmon 
River, about 40 miles south of 
that Feb. 6 location. 

Libre next trotted 40 miles 
east on the north side of the 
river, until by Thursday, she 
was 15 miles west of North Fork 
and a half-mile from a home. 

Koch said the aerial trackers first 
described her location us ubour20 
miles west of Salmon and a half- 
mile from a ranch. He panicked 
and prepared to fly to Salmon. 

“When we first heard that, we 
thought it sounded like it was down 
around Iron Creek again." he said. 

One of the 15 initial wolves 
was killed Jan. 29 at the Gene 
Hussey Ranch on Iron Creek, 
When he learned Libre was about 
60 miles north of Iron Creek and 
20 miles from the nearest live- 
stock, Koch canceled his flight. 

By the end of the day, Libre 
had traveled seven miles, north, 
away from Indian Creek and 
cattle country. 

Trackers are having' to spend 
more time in the air than antici- 
pated, Koch said, and flight 
funds arc dwindling.

Christian Covenant Community. 

Jay would not. however, charac- 
terize die rally as an anti-Gritz event. 

"This is an opportunity for local 
residents to positively and enthusi- 
astically express their support and 
pride in their community and 
America." Jay said Monday. 

Marchers carrying flashlights and 
slogans will march down Main 
Street on Saturday evening. 

"I think we're going to. have a 
tremendous response," she said. 

Before the rally, Gerald McLamb, 
a former Arizona police officer who 
has bought property adjoining Gritz’s 
Almost Heaven subdivision north of 
Kamiah, will address the public. 

He claims to be the most decorat- 


ed Arizona officer of all time. 
McLamb is expected to talk about 
how police officers are being used 
by the federal government to sup- 
press citizens’ freedom. 

A spokesman for the Phoenix 
Police Department said there is no 
way to verify McLamb’s claims 
about his decorations. 

Gritz addressed a crowd of about 
700 last August in Kumiah.

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Details remain on East Hills land swap

BURLEY - A Dcclo East Hills land 
exchange looks like a sure thing with' 
the Bureau of Land Management, but 
details remain to be negotiated. 

Representatives from Save the Decto 
Hills Coalition, Six S Ranch, Cassia 
County and the BLM met Tuesday in 
Burley to discuss the trade. 

The BLM plans to exchange 3,500 
acres of public land in the Dcclo East 
Hills fot' 3,300 acres of land owned by 
Six S R anch on the west side of the 
WoodTUvcr Valley 

But the coalition threw negotiators a 
curv e when U,askcd that nearly half of 
the Dcclo land proposed for the 
exchange remain open to the publio. 
As discussed in a December meeting. 
Cassia County would manage any land 
that remained open to the public. 

Dcclo residents Fred Preston and 
Frank Gillette arc leading the coalition, 
which received about 1,700 letters in 
support of keeping the hills open to the 
public, they said. 


Six S Ranch representative Mike 
Miller said he couldn’t respond to the 
coalition's proposal. 

“It seems to me that wc are starting 
over. We are not going to withdraw 
our application. Wc need the coalition 
to get off non-trade onto something 
that makes more sense," Mtllct\said, 
adding that he wanted Ctosia Cduiuy 
commissioners to go on nxord with a' 
commitment toiassume/liability for 
managing any landjh^Hihould remain 
open to the public. 

Miller said the ranch was prepared 
to keep 580 acres on th e west face of 
the hills open" to the public, a previous 
request made by the coalition, and 
guarantee access through a southern 
road. 

Cassia County Commissioner John 
Adams said the county legally could 
manage the property and assume liabil- 
ity for it 

Coatition attorney Alan Schroeder 
said the coalition is concerned that Six 
S won't deliver on its access promises, 
and so the coalition proposed that more 
land be kept open to the public. 


"The problem is that Six S ranch 
might not be as nice tomorrow os it is 
today," Schroeder said. 

But Miller said that under law, peo- 
ple would have right to access, but may 
need to ask permission to go onto land 
that would botomc part of Six S. 

Mary Gaylord, BLM district manag- 
er,' askeatnc coalition to draw up a 
proposal and submit it to the BLM and 
Six S Ranch. Gaylord will set the terms 
of the exchange and said she plans to 
identify common ground among all 
parties in her decision. The group will 
me e t again on March 9. 

T Re coalition's newest proposal 
could defeat the purpose of the land 
exchange, Gaylord said. 

Dave Koehler, a BLM manager in 
Shoshone,, said that the BLM wants to 
accommodate public needs, but that 
the exchange is necessary to protect 
wildlife habitat. 

"We believe there’s common 
ground, and we’re trying to work out a 
resolution that’s acceptable to every- 
one. I would like to dispel the idea that 
it’s all or nothing,” Koehler said. 


The BLM wants to consolidate 
20,000 acres on the west side of the 
Wood River Valley, which is a critical 
migratory corridor for game, especially 
elk, Koehler said. In the winter, elk 
migrate from the Sawtooth Mountains 
through the Wood River Valley, to 
Macon Flat and Bennett Hills, Koehler 
said. 

"We’re seeing a lot of natural values 
of the valley degraded by residential 
expansion," he said, adding that people 
ore crowding game out of the valley. 

"We never anticipated the kind of 
reaction wc got,” Koehler said about 
opposition to .the Dcclo EasfHills 
exchange.

SUN VALLEY - Talent, hard work and ac- 
cess to a world-class ice skating rink in her 
own backyard have landed a Sun Valley teen 
on the national stage. 

A love of skating and plenty of determina- 
tion sent 17-y ear-old Susan Pereira on a 17- 
city Christmas Tour with Olympic silver 
medalist Nancy Kerrigan. 

She’ll share the limelight with Kerrigan on 
a nationally-broadcast skating special tonight 

"There were 15 world class skaters ... and 
me," said Pereira, reflecting on her 2tf-week 
stint in the big time. 

Not only can Pereira claim a bit of fame at 
an early age, she can prove it with a sweatshirt 
that has her name imprinted right along with 
the rest of the stars. 

The sweatshirt is a tangible reminder of the 
experience she gained skating on the 17-city 
Christmas Tour with Kerrigan and pop singer 
Aaron Neville in November and December. 

Missing a month of her senior year at the 
Kctchum Community School was a small . 
price to pay for what Pereira said was an expe- 
rience that made her realize what she wanted 
to do with her life. 

“I’m going to be a show skater, I hnve.a 
feeling," she predicted. “I have. so much fim 
giving myself to the audience, and they give 
me so much back by their applause." 

Before the Christmas tour, Pereira planned 
’ to pursue a business degree from a top Eastern 
university. 

Now she believes performing for an audi- 
ence is a “high" she would like to turn into a 
career, whether it be figure skating or other 
performing arts. 

Pereira was a 9-year-old third grader when 
she first stepped on the ice at Sun Valley’s 
Outdoor Icc Rink. 

She fell in love instantly with the sport, tak- 
ing classes and learning the techniques and 
style that make audiences applaud. 

Now 5 feet, 10 inches tall, Pereira is tall for

“I can't put up with Don King in my 
life," Foreman said. “I’ve got too many 
kids already.” 

The 46-year-old Foreman was in New 
York on Tuesday to officially announce his 
first title defense since 1974. He will fight 
die 26-year-old Schulz, a former East Ger- 
man amateur champion, at the MGM 
Grand Garden in Las Vegas. HBO will pro- 
vide live TV coverage. 

"I heard Tyson was getting out of the 
jailhouse pretty quick, and he said if he gets 
out today, he’ll whip-Gcorgc tomorrow," 
Foreman said. “I’d like to give him.that op- 
portunity. 

"If he doesn't sign up with Don King 
again, it will happen before the end of the 
year. If I beat Axel Schulz, if Tyson gets 
out and if he gets away from Don King, it 


can happen. It would be the greatest show 
since P.T. and Bamum got together for 
their thing. But I've got to beat Axel Schulz 
first" ' 

Foreman recaptured the title, becoming 
the oldest world heavyweight champion, 
Inst Nov. 5 with a lOth-round knockout of 
Michael Moorer, who held the WBA and 
IBF belts. When Tyson won the world title 
from Trevor Bcrbick in 1986 at age 20, he 
was the youngest world champion. 

“If the youngest guy to become heavy- 
weight champion fights me, the oldest guy, 
then 1 can prove this wasn’t a fluke,” Fore- 
man said. “But if I 'look past Axel Schulz 
the way Michael Moorer looked past me, I 
won't get that chance. 

"You see, Moorer believed every- 
thing he heard. George was old, and 
that’s true. George was fat, and that’s 
true. George was Blow, and that’B true. 
George can’t punch, and that was a lie," 
Foreman said. “If you can still punch, 
you can still fight.” 

Foreman brings a record of 73-4 with 68 
knockouts into the fight, while Schulz is 
21-1-1 with 10 kockouts. In his last fight, 
Schulz won a 10-round decision over 
James “Bonecrushcr” Smith in Germany on 
Sept. 17.

a figure skater. While this may hinder her 
jumping ability, she remains faithful to her 
training regime of eight houra a day during the 
summer and three hours a day after school.

Finally, 1 just gave 
up on trying to kill myself," she said. 

She is coached in Sun Valley by world 
champion ice dancer Judy Blumberg, and Gia , 
Guddat, skater/choreogrnpher of the Sun Val- 
ley Ice Shows. 

Pereira has been skating group numbers in 
the Sun Valley Ice Show since she was 14, 
and she skated four solos last summer. Sun 
Valley’s recreation director Reiner Kolb said 
Pereira’s poise and great presence on the ice 
have made her an integral part of the ice 
shows. • • .

Antitrust exemption legislation 
makes its way to Capital Hill

WASHINGTON - - Legislation that 
would partially repeal professional base- 
ball’s 73-year-old antitrust exemption was 
introduced Tuesday by senators trying to 
end the baseball strike. 

"The players have already voted to end 
their strike if this bill becomes law," said 
Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, who chairs the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Donald Fehr, head of the plnyers’ union, 
called the proposal "a step forward. It puts 
us in a position to move this thing forward. 
We hope to get prompt and favorable con- 
sideration.” . 

Hatch said the bill, cosponsored by Sen. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, D-N.Y., and Bob 
Graham, D-Fla., is a new. approach that 
would be limited to labor negotiations. 

It would not affect baseball’s ability to 
control franchise relocation, minor leagues 


■ any other sport or franchise. 

Currently, baseball players — r unlike any 
other athletes or workers — cannot sue to 
court when owne rs g et together to set labor 
restrictions. .*’*** 

Congressional leaders have said they 
don’t think Congress should interfere with 
the baseball negotiations and have not 
backed President Clinton’s effort to force 
the players and owners into binding arbitra- 
tion. 

But by refusing to lift the antitrust ex- 
emption, “Congress by omission has al- 
ready interfered,’’ said Hatch. 

House Speaker Newt Gingrich said he 
does npt support Hatch’s proposal. 

“I don’t want the Congress to disadvan- 
tage either side," Gingrich said. “I’m cer- 
tainly willing to look at this, issue, but I'm 
not sure I’m willing to use it as a club to 
beat up the owners on behalf of the play- 
ers."

Expansion 
teams to draft 
players today 

NEW YORK (AP) - Bill Walsh, 
the NFL’s consulting "genius,” sug- 
gested that if the Jacksonville Jaguars 
and Carolina Panthers chose players 
well, they might win as many as six 
games next season. 

"He said that? He really said that?" 
asked Bill Polian, the Panthers’ gener- 
al manager. 

Then Polian laughed. 

The Jaguars and Panthers get their 
first shot today at the players with 
whom they will begin to build new 
franchises at the NFL's first expansion 
draft since Tampa Bay and and Seattle 
joined the league 1 9 years ago. 

But this is like most expansion lists 
— the lame, the halt, the elderly and 
the overpaid, plus a bunch of 
‘'prospects" from special teams.

Marlins, paid $95 million apiece; 
the fee for the two teams that start 
play in 1997 or 1998 is expected 
to be $125 million to $150 million 
each. 

“We con finance an entire 
league at the same price it costs to 
come to the table for one of the 
current franchises,” Mrazck said. 

UL founders, who say they’ve 
visited 22 sites in recent months, 
ore assuming that Phoenix and St. 
Petersburg, Fla., will be awarded 
expansion franchises by the AL 
and NL! The UL's negotiations 


with RFK Stadium arc conditioned 
on Northern Virginia not getting 
an expansion team next month.

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Companies cut spending 
on health care during ’94 


Choose the right accountant 
for your small business

WASHINGTON — By shifting 
workers by the thousands into managed 
care, businesses reduced their spending 
on employee health benefits by LI per- 
cent in 1994, a survey of nearly 2,100 
firms showed. 

The average firm wilh 10 or more 
workers spent S3.741 per employee on 
health benefits, down from S3, 78 1 in 
1993, the benefit consulting firm Foster. 
Higgins reported Monday. 

Big companies, those wilh more than 
500 employees, had the most success. 

“ Their health bills fell by 1 .9 percent, to 
S4.040 per employee. 

Companies with fewer than 500 em- 
ployees, which generally ofTcr less gen- 
erous coverage, saw their costs climb 
by 6.5 percent, to S3, 452. 

But small or large, businesses are 
rapidly shifting their workers into 
managcd-carc plans that seek lo low- 
er costs by emphasizing primary care 
and imposing some restraints on v 
which physicians and hospitals their 
workers use. 

Foster Higgins surveyed 2,097 
firms and found 63 percent of cov- 
ered employees were in managed- 
care plans — health maintenance or- . 
ganizations, preferred provider orga- 
nizations and. point-of-scrvicc- plans»- 
Thot was up from 52 percent in 
1993. 

For years, health costs have been ris- 
ing at twice and three times the rote of 
inflation. But that spiral slowed dra- 
matically in 1994 while Congress de- 
bated, and eventually discarded. Presi- 
dent Clinton’s proposal to make all em- 
ployers and employees buy health in- 
surance. 

Another private firm, KPMG Peat 
Marwick, has estimated thnl overall 
private health insurance premiums rose 
4 .8 percent in 1994. 

The Clinton administration last week 
sharply lowered its estimate of the fu- 
ture costs of Medicare and Medicaid, 
but said health costs were still rising 
too rapidly. 

While health cost inflation has abat- 
ed, 41 million Americans, or 16.1 per- 
cent of the population, arc uninsured, 
and the number is rising,

Higgins’ Washington office, said, 
“Employers that hnvc embraced and 
moved to managefTcarc have been re- 
warded. ... They really saw the results 
come through for them for the first 
time.” 

Employer health costs rose 8 percent 
in 1993. 

Employers can lower costs by slash- 
ing benefits or forcing workers to pay 
more out of their own pockets. 

But Welch said, “We didn't see 
much evidence of cost-shifting to em- 
ployees." 

Most of the growth in managed care 
was in point-of-scrvicc plans, which 
encourage patients to choose from a

network of doctors and hospitals, wilh 
the option to go outside the network by 
paying more. 

Fifteen percent of employers offered 
a point-of-service option in 1994, up 
from 4 percent in 1 993. 

Employers for the fust time induced 
a significant number of retirees to join 
HMOs, particularly in the West. 

“Retirees have traditionally been 
very reluctant to leave their own doc- 
tors and join HMOs," said Dave Rahil!, 
also a Foster Higgins principal. “Get- 
ting this high-cost population into low- 
cost plans will have a big impact on 
employers' health care liability over 
the long term.”

There is no cure for “rosc-itis.” as 
he named the disease shared among 
rose lovers worldwide. So we might ' 
as well eliminate the existing lawn in 
the quickest, most thorough method 
possible. 

With plastic. 

This column has denounced plastic 
as a mulch in the past, citing the fact 
that it is not biodegradable, is not wa- 
ter nor nutrient permeable and is a 
lousy mulch. It manages to get itself 
torn so that it can Hap energetically in 
the wind, high above whatever it's 
planted around. And it doesn't even 
scare weeds. 

Back to the disappearing lawn syn- 
drome. Mr. Jackson, the rose grower, 
said that he efficiently dispatches 
large chunks of lawn by .spreading a 
large sheet of clear plastic over the 
lawn that he intends to turn into a 
rosebud. 

He spreads it out in fall or spring 
. and anchors it down. It stays in place 
; for about a month. The plastic gathers 
• the sun's heat and bakes the lawn un- 
. dement h to an even, sterile doncncss. • 
: "Sometimes at very high tempera- 

: lures," he wrote. 

He continued. "The goal is to kill 
the grass and hopefully weeds and 
weed seeds as well, to the depth of the 
roots, which is why the plastic is left 
in place for a month or more." 

Another benefit of lawn baking that 
Mr. Jackson found is that the process 
releases a lot of water from 'the turf. 
That makes the sod easy to turn once 
he lifts the plastic. 

“The toasted turf will already con- 
tain a fair amount of organic material, 

. and you can add additional topsoil or 
amendments as necessary.” 

For those who want to kill plants ef- 
ficiently. plastic is the way to do it. 
For mulching in his new roses, how- 
ever. Mr. Jackson uses my favorite: 
three sheets of newspaper. Well, he 
uses two sheets, except for a two-foot 
diameter around each rose. Then he 
puts down a thick layer of organic 
mulch over that and waters in his new 
roses. 

Newspaper is probably the world's 
best mulch. It is biodegradable, is 
usually gone in one season, lets water, 
air and nutrients through to the soil, 
keeps weeds away — and the price is 
right. 


Q: How energy efficient and safe 
(around my children) are electric radiant 
wall picture heaters? I need a heater to 
produce warmth fast for my bathroom in 
the morning and for the children’s play- 
room. - D. R. 

A: Radiant wall picture heaters arc ener- 
gy efficient. They provide heat quickly, 
— just -I ike -feeling -the -radiant warmth of-lhe- 
sun on a cold day. I use one on my base- 
ment wall across- from my pool table for 
quick heat. 

The surface temperature never exceeds 
170 degrees; so they, are safe around chil- 
dren. 

In case they get knocked off the wall, 
some models have tip-over automatic shut 
off switches. They plug into a standard 
1 20-volt outlet. 

These are called picture heaters because 
they look like a wall painting (one inch 
thick). Many arc landscapes, sunsets or 
snow scenes. If you arc artistic, order a 
less'expensive blank heater and paint your 
own scene with acrylic paint. A decorative 
frame can be added without reducing effi- 
ciency. 

Several sizes are available from about 2 
feet by 2 fett (310 watts) to 2 feet by 3 
feet (475 watts). It costs about 3 to 4 cents 
per hour to operate. “Under desk" floor 
models with a thermostat are ideal for 
chilly offices. 

Radiant heat is tinturally, energy effi- 
cient. People feel as comfortable in a 
room at 64 degrees With radiant heat as in 
a room at 72 degrees with typical forced 
air heat. 

Radiant heaters create just enough warm 
air circulation for more constant floor to 
ceiling air temperatures. 

Lowering the room temperature not 
only cuts heating bills, but it is more com- 
fortable and healthier. Since a radiant 
heater docs not heat the air excessively as 
a forced air heater does, the air is not 
dried out. Also, radiant heaters are totally

The television ad for the First 
Alcn carbon monoxide detector 
shows a group of smiling people, 
each of whom, it says, was saved 
by the device. 

'Ilte detectors do warn about life- 
threatening levels of carbon 
monoxide. But what the ad doesn't 
say is that a new breed of detectors 
— First Alert's included — is being 
blamed for frightening thousands of 
people by sounding alarms with lit- 
tle or no carbon monoxide present. 

There have been thousands of 
nuisance alarms since the detec- 
tors arrived in Into 1993, firc safe- 
ty and utility officials suy. Last 
December, overwhelmed Chicago 
firefighters responded to about 
1 .800 such calls in one day. 

Some detector owners around the 
country now are ignoring or discon- 
necting lire devices. And safety of- 
ficials are asking what went wrong 
with a government-backed effort to 
develop an effective and nuisance- 
free detector. Some also fear that 
efforts to fix the problem will just 
create more troublesome models. . 

The issue began in 1991, when 
federal consumer officials — con- 
cerned about deaths and illness from 
liie colorless, odorless gas — called 


for a new industry standard for detec- 
tors. 'Ilte Consumer Product Safety 
Commission Itoped a combination of 
education surd laws requiring detec- 
tors irr all homes would encourage 
millions of people to buy them. 

That's exactly what hnppencd. 
Sales were further boosted by press 
coverage of catbon monoxide poi- 
sonings. including the 1994 death 
of tennis star Vitas Genilaitis. First 
Alert has sold more than 3 million 
detectors, priced at about S45. 

But months after the first sales, 
firefighters and utilities noticed a 
growing number of culls to homes 
where detectors sounded but virtual- 
ly no carbon monoxide was found. 

First Alert, the market leader,, 
said the detectois were fine. It said 
gas companies and safety officials 
did not properly investigate the 
alanns indicating carbon monoxide, 
a byproduct of burning fuels such 
as gasoline, natural gas and oil. 

In June, the gas industry, fire - 
safety experts and federal authorities 
agreed to set up panels to find out 
what was wrong. In December, be- 
fore those panels met, nearly 10,000 
detectors sounded in Chicago over 
48 hours. The incident was blamed 
on an unusual temperature inversion 
that trapped auto exliaust and otlrer 
pollutants near the ground.

Know your herb teas 
or chance illness, death

: TWIN FALLS — Herb teas have 
been around since boiling water, but 
that doesn’t mean they’re all good 
for you. 

Drink catnip tea and you could 
find yourself with a strong urge to 
slither around and rub against a 
dump of catnip in the garden, says 
George Pinyuh, Washington State 
extension agent. 

“Catnip and chamomile arc two 
herbs that many gardeners grow and 
sometimes brew into teas,” Pinyuh 
wrote recently. “In the case of cat- 
nip, nervous system irregularities 
may develop.” 

That’s the time to get rid of the 
catnip, he said. 

Chamomile is supposed to make 
you feel sleepy when you drink tea 
made from it, but in some people, it 
causes allergic rhinitis or anaphy- 
lactic shock. Those same people are 
allergic to ragweed, asters, chrysan- 
themums or other members of the 
composite family. 

Foxglove is another pretty flower 
that has found its way into a teacup 
or two. 

We also use foxglove, or digitalis, 
to make heart medication. It is con- 
sidered extremely poisonous and 
has caused serious illness and death 
many times, Pinyuh said. 

. “In 1979 in flic Spokane area,” 
Pinyuh said, “an elderly couple died 
within 24 hours aftbr drinking tea 
brewed from foxglove. Ironically, 
they thought they were brewing 
comfrey leaves, which wouldn’t 
have been any good for them, 
either." 

Marigolds, another member of the 
composite family, should be avoid- 
ed by people with allergies. They’re 
safe to grow, but not to eat > 

Licorice root can cause edema, a 
drop in blood potassium levels, ele- 
vated blood pressure and heart fail-

Other plants to avoid ore yarrow, 
wormwood, St. John’s wort, senna, 
lobelia, hydrangea, horsetail, gold- 
enrod and alfalfa, Pinyuh said. 

Even though many of these plants 
hnve been the base for many a cup 
of tea, it pays to be prudent in their 
use. 

“Even though teas made from 
rosehips, peppermint, orange, and 
some others are known to be safe, 
we can’t conclude from this that all 
, herbal teas are okay,” Pinyuh said. 
“Too much ‘evidence’ is based on 
folklore, hearsay and tradition, but 
very little on scientific evidence.”

NEW YORK — People who ride 
the latest color trends are busy latch- 
ing onto a new rainbow. 

The luster of recycled cardboard 
chic has dulled over the past year. 
The heavy jewel tones of last season 
are looking a little grim. The gilded 
opulence of yesteryear is undeniably 
tarnished os a decorating statement. 

What next? Try a basketful of col- 
ors fresh from the garden: basil, sage 
and lavender, celery and aubergine. 

The market-basket approach to 
color was in the ascendancy at last 
month’s New York International Gift 
Fair, the East Coast’s one-stop 
bazaar for gifts. That’s what led Jeff 
Roth, owner of the Urban Country 
store in Bethesda, Md:, to proclaim 
1995 “the Year of the Vegetable." 

Actually, they’re vegctals, says the 
Color Marketing Group in 
Alexandria, Va., which forecasts 
color for industries from textiles to 
automobiles. In colorist terms, the 
vegctals for 1995 are “growing, liv- 
ing” naturals. But don’t confuse 
these hues with equally natural earth 
tones. The new colors are described 
as cleaner, truer. For example. New 
Meadow, a shade of green, is 
described by forecasters os “truly 
Nature’s green." 

Another quality that distinguishes 
the new shades from the old is ele- 
gance. Think of it as the difference 
between tony Fcrragamos with silk 
stockings and Birkcnstocks with bare 
feeL 

Shoe fashion notwithstanding, an 
Italian accent is apparent. Color 
expert Linda Trent of Sherwin- 
Williams Co. in Cleveland, calls the 
new palette gdato colors, taking the 
name from the Italian word for ice 
cream. They’re fresh, clean colors 
with a citrus connection, she says, 
waxing eloquent on limes, lemons 
and oranges. 


These new colors apply mainly to 
decorative pieces for the home, such 
as clocks, picture frames, lamps, 
tableware and pillows. Such smaller, 
often-seasonal purchases can change 
a room with less commitment than a 
switch in wall color, carpeting or 
upholstery would require. As a 
result, design trends race more quick- 
ly through this market sector than the 
others. 

“What you are starting to sec is 
pastels," says Roth, who stocked up 
on pinks, yellows and baby blues.

They are soft as a 
spring breeze. 

Fashion often leads the way; in 
color shifts, followed by fabrics. 
Already at Calico Comers, a nation- 
wide outlet for fabrics, the garden 
influence is making itself felt. Buyers 
there sec a range that extends from 
the orchard (peaches and oranges) to 
the herb garden (basil and sogc). 

Of course, no trend is all-inclusive, 
and rugged color individualists need 
not worry.

I do like this spice, er, chocolate 
cake from Carol Field's "The Italian 
Baker" (Harper and Rowe, 1985). .

Leaky roof puts cook in mind for ribs and lentils

My little corner of normally sunny 
Southern California was deluged recently 
with almost a foot of rain — a fair per- 
centage of which, it seems, trickled down 
the wall of my study from a roof leak I 
thought 1 had fixed. 

After realizing that any further roofing 
repairs were clearly beyond my limjtcd 
means, I turned to messing with things I 
could do. 

I made breakfast. Not j ust a ny h re ak- 

fast, though. I made crusty brown sour 
cream waffles and then a perfumed com- 
pote of dried fruits poached in vanilla- 
scented syrup. And then steaming bowls 
of cnfTc latte. 

That succeeded in distracting me from 
the roof for at least an hour and, more 
important, restored my sense of being at 
least somewhat in control of my situa- 
tion. 

Later, after climbing up into the attic to 
reassure myself that those assorted drips, 
plunks and pops I was hearing all night . 
were not signs of imminent ceiling col- 
lapse, I resolved that the only thing that 
was going to keep me sane was more 
cooking. So 1 rounded up a couple of 
friends for dinner and set to it. 

To my mind, nothing fights the cold and 
damp like lentils, so I knew I would start 
with them. Wandering the grocery store, 1 e u*Ang**T»m«photo 

noticed a special on those meaty pork Sausages and ribs with wine-braised lentils: Just the dish for a cold, wet 
short ribs, the ones that are usually winter evening 
' labeled ’’country style." 

Ribs by themselves wouldn’t be pork sausage (it’s funny how pork loves you’ll find two, three and even more cuts 
enough, so I picked up a hank of smoked company — in many country-style dishes, of pork partnered). 1 considered adding- 
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some smoked pork chops, but that would 
be a bit too much meat for the amount of 
lentils I had. 

1 browned the ribs and sausage in hot oil 
in the bottom of a cast-iron Dutch oven, let- 
ting- them, get nice and crusty and leaving 
lots of brown bits slicking to the bottom of 
the pan. 

[ added carrots, onions and garlic to make 
a flavoring base, then dcgluzcd the pan with 
some leftover red wine, which 1 cooked 
down to a good syrup before adding the 
tomatoes, lentils and water to cover. 1 nes- 
tled the. meat in_thc_bcd of lentils, slapped- 
on a cover and stuck it in the oven. 

When the lentils were tender, there was 
still a lingering taste of raw wine, so I 
removed the lid and cooked the stew on top' 
of the stove for (mother five minutes or so 
to let the wine evaporate some (in testing 
the recipe a second time, this wasn’t a prob- 
lem — tasting before you serve is the only 
way you’ll be able to tell), 

This is one of those hearty, flavorful 
dishes that we don’t get much of a chance 
to cook in Southern California. The tangi- 
ncss of the red wine is a perfect foil for the 
smokiness of the sausage and the richness 
of the ribs. 

Underlying the whole thing, of course, 
are the lentils, somehow meatier than the 
meat itself. 

After the stew, we shared' a salad made 
with fresh goat cheese, toasted walnuts and 
fresh greens and chervil I’d just brought in 
dripping from the garden. 

We drank a couple of bottles of Chianti, 
ate nlittle dessert and talked about climbing 
mountains and -West Texas ice storms. 


SAUSAGES AMD RIBS 
WITH RED WINE-BRAISED LENTILS 

2 tablespoons oil 

1 pound kiclbasa or other smoked 
sausage, cut into'2-inch sections 

IK to 2 pounds meaty country style pork 
ribs 

2 carrots, coarsely chopped 

2 onions, coarsely chopped 

4 cloves garlic, minced 

2 cups red wine 

I cup prepared tomato sauce or tomato 
puree 

— I. pound lentils, rinsed-ond picked over — - 

l bay leaf 

Heat oil in heavy-bottomed Dutch oven 
over medium-high heat. When very hot, 
add sausage and lightly brown on all sides. 
Remove saysoge from pon and reserve on 
plate. Add more oil, if necessary, and add 
ribs, turning to brown on all sides. Remove 
to plate with sausage and cover to keep 
warm. 

Reduce heat to medium, add carrots and 
cook until they begin to darken. Add onions 
and garlic and cook until onions arc tender. 
Turn heat to high, add wine and cook, stir- 
ring, until wine is reduced to syrup. Add 
tomato sauce and lentils and stir well. Add 
bay leaf and enough water to barely cover 
lentils, about 1 cup. Place sausage and ribs 
atop lentils, bring to boil, cover tightly and 
place in 350-degree oven. 

Cook until lentils soften and liquid is 
mostly evaporated, about 1 hour and 15 
minutes. Remove cover, stir well to distrib- 
ute meat, and return to oven another 10 to 
15 minutes, until most of liquid evaporates 
and any taste of raw alcohol is gone. 

Makes 8 to 10 servings

1. For the relish, combine toma- 
toes and green onions in a small 
bowl.

Michigan. Brandt sweeps into the builders’ 
new houses and makes them look great a few 
weeks later. — fast, fairly cheaply and with the 
least possible trouble. 

Brandt, who owns interior design firm 
Candle Lite II, brims with ideas that are rela- 
tively easy and relatively cheap. So* we fol- 
-"lowcd-hcrto^wo _ of'hcrprojectsri'orra- crash 
course in Brandt basics. Here we go: 

BORDERS AND MOLDING: Brandt’s 
biggest punch- for-thc-pcso secret is her use of 
wide wallpaper borders. They arc faster, cheap- 
er and easier than wallpaper, but give a room a 
shot of personality. 

For real impact, she combines wallpaper bor- 
ders with painted strips of wood molding. This 
makes wide, dramatic accents in a room, with- I 
out any major expense. 

"Of course, you have to be able to do mold- | 
ing," she says. 

If the right border doesn’t exist, Brandt will 
create one by slicing up a roll of wallpaper that 
has a good design. 

The 5500,000-plus Emcraudc model that 
Brandt decorated at Kingspointc subdivision in 
Oakland Township, Mich., shows several ways 
to use borders, with and without molding, to 
create accents sharp enough for this high-end 
house: 

• Dining room: She emphasized the room’s 
slanted pan ceiling (common in new houses 
now) with an 8-inch, black-and-white border of 
cherubs. She made this more emphatic by 
enclosing the border between two strips of 
carved molding, painted taupe. 

• Powder room: In this smaller room, Brandt 
used the same technique, but sealed down, at 
the top of the wall — a 3K-inch strip of wood 
trim at the ceiling, a three-inch paper border 
below, then a one-inch painted wood border — 
"lots of impact." 

• Child’s room: She used three wallpapers to 
edge the ceiling — one fiat against the wall, 
surrounded by two that are on raised boards. 
The black-and-white cows come from a real 
border. The others are cut-up wallpaper, given 
an important look by being glued to a board. 

• Master bedroom: It’s a large room, so

SEE-THROUGH FURNITURE: A Brandt 
interior feels open, because the furniture is 
chosen to let the eye sweep across the room. If 
you have the chance to buy furniture, consider 
these tips: 

• To keep a room open, use coffee tables, 
end tables or dining tables With glass tops and 
slender legs, so the eye keeps moving. 

• In a small dining room, you can even use a 
table with a glass top and glass pedestals. In 
the tiny ,8-by-8-foot dining room at Village 
Green on Lake St. Clair, Brandt used an all- 
glass table, which she bought inexpensively at

along one long wall, next to the floor molding, 
Brandt put a wide wallpaper border of Grecian 
women. "The room gets so large, it needs this 
piece of interest,” says Brandt. "Put it on a 
long, blank wall, and you don’t have to buy a 
piece of furniture." 

Master bedroom to bathroom, living room to 
dining room, two bedrooms and their shared 
bath: She uses the same border through two 
adjoining rooms, to pull them together. 

• Girl's bedroom: To give the effect of a 
wainscoting, she puts a paper border at the 
height of a chair rail. The wall bclo\0 can be 
plain or wallpapered. 

SOFT, AIRY WINDOWS: Brandt almost 
never uses heavy drapery. Her favorite window 
treatment takes a long strip of fabric — like a 
long scarf — with the ends cut on an angle and 
hemmed. She loops this casually across the top 
of the window, and lets it hang part way down 
the sides. 

This can be a single fabric, or a combination 
of two fabrics. It's wound around special 
hooks, which mount on the wall, called tulip

hooks because of their shape. 

To figure the length of the fabric for this 
window treatment, first take the width of the 
window top and odd 12 inches to let the materi- 
al drape down in the middle. Find the length 
you want it to hang down the sides, then multi- 
ply by two, to allow for both sides. Add that to 
the top measurement. Finally, add 10 inches for 
every tulip clip you’re going to use to hang the 
fabric. 

HIGH-IMPACT ART: Brandt likes good art, 
but doesn't like the fact that people on a budget 
can only buy small pieces. Rather than 
insignificant size art, she buys large posters by 
very good artists — Robert Motherwell, for 
example, and Mark Rothko. Then she frames 
them to go with the room, and groups them 
with existing furniture clusters. 

"Hnng it low over furniture pieces," she 
says, "so it makes one continuous form. Don't 
leave too much space between the object and 
the picture." 

If you have a small piece of art, don’t hang it 
over a piece of furniture; it will look out of

ture from time to time. It mixes well with pret- 
ty wood choirs. 

• Ip a smalt or medium room, use furniture 
you can see past. The wood chairs in that tiny 
dining room have open backs, not solid backs, 
and they're made of light-colored wood. 

• In a small or medium-sized living room, 
use sofa and chaits in which upholstered bulk 
stands up on legs, so they don't look like a 
monolith. 

If you have the choice and it suits your taste, 
use woods that are light, not dark. 

SUSPENDED SHELVES: A dining room 
typically needs a big buffet for serving and 
storage. But those are very expensive, and they 
shrink the room. 

Instead, Brandt buijds a long serving shelf, 
and paints it the same' color os the wall. It’s a 
handsome architectural accent, but there are no 
• legs and no bulk to interrupt the sweep of the 
floor. There’s also no big price tag for a buffet. 

She covers the top with a laminate like 
Formica, often in faux marble pattern. To keep 
the illusion alive, she hides the laminate edge 
behind wood trim. 

FURNITURE PLACEMENT: It!s not good 
to enter the house and run into a big piece of 
furniture; it’s not good to enter a room anti" 
walk into the back of a sofa. Don’t use more 
furniture than you need: 

In a smaller room, a comfy sofa and a couple 
of chairs. 

In a larger room, a sofa and love scat, plus 
one or two chairs. 

In a very large room, a large sectional sofa, 
plus a couple of chairs. 

In all these rooms, use a cocktail table in the 
right scale. Big, casual pine is nice in a large 
room. In a medium or small room use a glass
